Yet all thoſe our encouragements, which haue uphol- 
den our hearts in the mid(t of :nany troubles could not 
make out entry into Ereland warrantabe., if our peace, 
which wee carneſtly ſecke and follow after, could bee 
tournd at home,or elſewhere. Where itis to bee found, 
we muſt ſcek after it:and no ſoonershall we find it , but 
by laying down our Armes,and by the evidences of our
